THE MAYOR. 



To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Rutland : 

This has been another year of extraordinary 
expenses. The commencement of the oflficial term 
found the offices of the city clerk and treasurer lo- 
cated in a store on Evelyn street, with a night- 
watchman guarding the records and as a precau- 
tion against fire, the council chamber, together 
with the city engineer and superintendent of streets 
in the Bardwell House block on Washington street, 
the water department in a store on Grove street, and 
the city paying rent for the several places. 

The city hall, the completion of which was 
called for by the contract February 1, did not ma- 
terialize until about May 20th, when the several 
offices were moved into their new quarters, with 
a total cost to the city for the building of $40,460.58 ; 
of this amount $11,547.40 was received as insur- 
ance, $30,000.00 from bonds, $954.00 from premium 
on bonds, and $7,959.18 was paid by the city In 
cash from current funds. 

The building was accepted and turned over to 
the city the latter part of May, and Rutland has 
now a building of which Iier inhabitants may well 
feel proud. 

RIPLEY BRIDGE. 
The bridge at Center Rutland was completed 
and accepted by the engineer, the total cost of the 
same being S3, 051. 79. 
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SMALL POX. 

This dreaded disease put in its appearance and 
many cases were cared for in part or in whole by 
the city at a cost of $4,475.22. The health officers 
were untiring in their efforts to stamp out the 
disease. 

BONDS, 

At the March election of 1902 the inhabitants 
voted to bond the city for $25,000,00 to aid the 
Rutland Railroad in building or enlarging itsshops 
and other improvements. The bonds have not yet 
been issued. 

APrROPRIATIONS. 

The city council of 1902 appropriated for 
streets, $15,000.00; for sidewalks, $1,000.00; sew- 
ers, $3,000.00; lights, $10,000,00; fire depart- 
ment, $8,600.00; charities and corrections, $4,- 
500,00; police, $3,000.00; salaries, $4,000.00; 
interest, $22,500,00; sinking fund, $9,000.00; 
library, $2,000.00, and school $38,000.00, making 
a total appropriation of $120,500,00. For the dis- 
bursement of the several appropriations reference 
may be had to the treasurer's report.

To the Honorable City Council : 

Gentlemen : I respectfully submit herewith the 
tenth annual report of ±he work done by the en- 
gineering, street, sewer and water departments of 
the city. 

ENGINEERING 

During the first of the year we were unable to 
do very much office work on account of inconveni- 
ent and crowded quarters, but since moving into 
the city building we have re-arranged and increased 
the number of our plans and completed our card 
indexes to date. 

We have performed the engineering work for 
the various improvements as tabulated in the other 
departments of this report. Also, whenever re- 
quested to do so, we have given the street lines 
wherever they could be readily and accurately 
located. We have received a number of applica- 
tions for the established grade of streets, but, as 
those streets which have been laid out since the 
city was incorporated are almost the only ones that 
have the grades established, we have been unable 
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to comply with the majority of such requests. The 
city should establish and mark the lines and grades 
of every street. The result of such action would 
be of inestimable value in assisting to straighten 
out the real estate transfers and in determining 
the correct locations and elevations of the lawns, 
buildings, etc., during construction. 

BRIDGES 

The new bridge on the Ripley road has been 
completed and in use since the last of March. All 
of the other iron bridges need to be painted. 

The roofs of the Dorr and Seventy-six bridges 
are leaking badly, and will have to be shingled as 
soon as possible in order to keep the frames from 
decaying,

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STREET DEPARTMENT 

Mr, C. F. Willis assisted me iti this depart- 
ment until April first, when Mr. E, S. Moore was 
engaged to attend to that work for a time. The 
first of May he was succeeded by Mr. J. H. 
Lincoln, who attended to street repairs and con- 
struction during the remainder of the year. 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS 

We have macadamized about four-fifths of a 
mile of roadway, the details of which are tabidated 
below. In order to render the macadam more dura- 
ble we have uuderdrained about one-third of it by 
constructing combined tile and crushed stone drains 
under the gutters as follows: — One on each side of 
Crescent .street from 300 feet west of Pearl street 
to Church street, one on the north side of Church 
street from Crescent street to Miles' greenhouse, 
one on each side of Forest street from Pine street 
to near West street and one on each side of Scale 
avenue.

CATCH BASINS 

Only three wells for removing surface water 
have been constructed during the year; two are on 
the south side of Allen street, one of these on 
the corner of Mussey street and the other aboirt 
three hundred feet west of Mussey street ; also one 
on Pine street at Stoddard Mfg. Co.'s, We have 
also laid pipes to take the surface water from the 
northwest corner of Lafayette and East Washing- 
ton streets and from the north side of Clover 
street. 

One manhole has been built on the stone 
sewer a few feet west of G. H. Grimm's shop on 
the south side of Pine street, 

SEWER CONSTRUCTION 

We have constructed about one- half mile of 
new sewers and relaid 760 feet of the River street 
mains. 

Four hundred and twenty feet of the eight 
inch sewer on River street from the manhole east 
of Granger street westerly has been relaid with 
twelve inch pipe and 340 feet of the sewer from 
Patnod's house westerly has been taken up, 
cleaned and relaid on account of being filled with 
roots from the shade trees.

Thirty-six new service pipes have been put in 
and twelve old ones relaid. Also, twelve services 
have been changed from the old to the new mains. 
In doing this work we have laid 38 feet of four inch 
cast iron pipe and 1,525 feet of three-fourths inch 
galvanized iron pipe. We have also repaired six- 
teen leaks in the mains and thirty-seven in the 
service pipes. 

We have as yet only one large feeder to the 
west side of East Creek. There should be at least 
one more large main connecting the pipes of that 
section with those on the east side, so that in case 
of a break in the West street main, we could still 
supply the entire city with water. 
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HEAD OV WATER WORKS 

We have connected the two large mains near 
the head, so that now we can feed both pipes from 
either pond. 

Realizing that the works of the Chittenden 
Power Company may be of great benefit to this sec- 
tion of the state, it is only on account of the urgent 
necessity of providing plenty of pure water at all 
times that I call yotir attention once more to the 
impure condition of the Chittenden supply, especi- 
ally during hot weather. This contamination is 
caused by the decaying of the vegetable material 
which was left on the area flooded by the Chitten- 
den pond, and renders that water unfit for domestic 
use. That stream is the one on which we formerly 
relied for the larger portion of our supply during 
very dry times. Consequently, unless by some 
means that water is purified or a larger supply is 
provided from some other source than we can get 
from the Mendon Branch during drouths, it will be 
necessary either to cut our consumption to one- 
half the usual amount in dry times or turn the 
impure water from the Chittenden stream into 
the mains. We were very fortunate in having a 
wet season iu 1902, and consequently plenty of 
water in the Mendon stream. However, this mat- 
ter should be attended to at once in order to be pre- 
pared for a drouth before its arrival. 

If the Gleason reservoir was reconstructed as 
it should be it would increase our supply some- 
what in dry times.

FiRE DEPARTMENT 

To the Honorable City Council : 

Gentlemen :— In compliance with the laws 
and ordinances of the city, I herewith submit my 
report including a complete record of fires from 
January 1 to December 31, 1902 and a detailed 
statement of fires and alarms that the department 
have responded to, also the cause of such fires, with 
the amount of insurance carried upon such prop- 
erty endangered and the total insurance paid 
thereon. 

The manual force consists of eight permanent 
and twenty call men. 

Your apparatus for extinguishing fires con- 
sists of : 

One Amoskeag steam fire engine. 

One Hayes 65 foot aerial hook and ladder 
truck complete. 

Two hose wagons, capacity 1500 feet hose, 
each fully equipped with extinguishers, play-pipes, 
axes, six rubber covers, short ladders, etc. 

Four horses. 

I.'jOO feet 2^ -inch cotton hose, new. 
1500 feet 2^ -inch cotton hose, good condition. 
1500 feet 2^ -inch cotton hose, fair condition. 
55(i feet 2^ -inch cotton hose, poor condition. 
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The estimated value of property in charge of 
the department December 31, 1902, is $17,077.20. 
Schedules in detail are on file at the city clerk's 
oiBce, also at the department headquarters.

The department has answered a larger num- 
ber of calls this year than any previous year 
in the history of the department, with the smallest 
amount of loss. 
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In view of the immense amount of property 
destroyed throughout the country during the year 
the city can be regarded in no other light than ex- 
tremely fortunate at being called upon to contrib- 
ute so little to the great loss. If the citizens will 
have their chimneys cleaned out once a year they 
will find it a great benefit to themselves and the 
department. 

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 

The change from the gravity battery to the 
storage system has resulted not only in obtaining 
better service than it is possible to exact from the 
old system, but in saving to the city double the 
cost of the change. 

All of the wires need a general overhauling, 
replacing old wires through tree tops with insu- 
lated wire ; and all slack wires should be properly 
taken up and fastened to the arms. 

The outsides of the alarm boxes are in bad 
shape and need painting badly. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

For the improvement and efficiency of the de- 
partment I desire to make the following recom- 
mendations which I deem essential, and which, I 
trust, will meet with your approval. 

I would again recommend that a fire alarm box 
be placed at the corner of Robbins and Baxter 
streets, as one is very much needed in that locality. 

In my report of 1899 I advised the purchase of 
a pair of horses for the aerial truck. I think this 
should be done at once, as there are several loca- 
tions in the city where I consider the truck should 
be one of the first pieces of apparatus to arrive. 
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Even in the days of the volunteer department they 
always had a ladder trtict to answer all alarms. 
At the present time, if we need one we have to 
send back for it. By so doing valuable time is lost. 
I hope you will give this your immediate attention. 

As some of the hose is getting old in service 
I would recommend the purchase of 500 feet more 
for the coming year. 

I would recommend the purchasa of two East- 
man pipes ; also a cellar pipe, which no depart, 
ment is complete without. 

The outside of the building at Station No. 2 
needs painting badly, and should be attended to. 

CONCLUSION 

In closing tliis report I wish to extend my 
thanks to his honor, Mayor Temple, and members 
of the city council and members of the fire com- 
mittee for the interest they have manifested in the 
welfare of the department, to the officers and mem- 
bers of the department, who by their promptness 
in discharge of their several duties have added 
much to the efficiency of the department, and to 
the police department for their invaluable assist- 
ance at all times.

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REPORT OF THE 

FIRE MARSHAL. 

To the Honorable City Council : 

I hereby tender you my second annual report 
as city fire marshal from January 1, 1903, to Jan- 
uary 1, 1903 : I have made the usual number of in- 
spections this year, and am glad to say that I have 
found a big improvement from last year in the 
condition of the different places which I have in- 
spected, and for that reason I have not had to 
send out as many notices. While the majority of 
the places are much better, there is still a chance 
for improvement with some. I speak more especially 
of merchants and the owners of blocks. They are not 
particular enough about their waste papers and other 
rubbish being thrown out in the rear of the build- 
ings, which is entirely against the city ordinances. 
Some are a great deal better about this than others, 
I have tried to have those who are obliged to 
empty this sort of rubbish in the rear of blocks 
supplied with large casks or crates for holding 
same, and see that it is kept in these, and this has 
worked very well with some, while others do not 
take the pains they should in keeping their rubbish 
in the receptacles, and when they are full and run- 
ning over will not have them emptied until they 
are notified to do so. But, as I have said, they 
have done better than the year before, I have 
found in making my inspections some very hazard- 
ous places, but the parties have complied with my 
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orders, and in most cases these places have been 
kept iQ better condition. I have been surprised 
that we have not had more fires this last fall from 
the old and defective chimneys, on account of the 
large amount of soft coal and wood that has been 
burned.

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REPORT OF THE 

CHIEF OF POLICE. 

To the Honorable City Council : 

In accordance with the requirements of the 
ordinances of our city, I respectfully submit to 
j'our honorable board my report as chief of police 
for the year ending December 31, 1902. 

Your police force, as now constituted, consists 
of a chief, four regular patrolmen, and fifty-one 
special police officers. At various times when by 
reason of sickness or other reasonable cause our 
"regulars" were unable to perform their duties, I 
have called upon our special policemen, and with- 
out exception have found each and every one of 
them thoroughly competent, as well as efEcient, in 
their work. 

WHOLE NUMBER OF ARRESTS 

During the year past, we have made 316 
arrests, tabulated a,s follows :— Males, 196 ; females, 
20. 

CAUSES FOR ARREST 

The following are the causes for arrests : — 
Intoxication, 94; selling and keeping, 15; petit 
larceny, 5 ; breach of the peace, 32 ; tramping, 6 ; 
peddling without a license, 9 ; grand larceny, 14 ; 
assault, 1 ; blanket act, 2 ; interfering with an 
officer, 3 ; furnishing, 23 ; carrying concealed 
weapons, 3 ; sent to Brattleboro Retreat, 3 ; loiter- 
ing around depot, 4 ; deserters from U. S. army, 
2 ; tramps given night's lodging, 13. 
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INVENTORY OF POLICE PROPERTY 

The property of the police department is sa 
follows: — 1 roll-top desk, 3 record books or 
"blotters," 7 chairs, 6 mattresses, 4 pillows, 6 
blankets, B cuspidors, T soil buckets, 1 mop, 1 
table, 1 broom, 4 police overcoats (old), 4 police 
overcoats (new), 4 belts and night- sticks, 6 police 
billies, 6 regular police badges, 25 special police 
badges, 8 pairs of twisters, 5 pairs of handcuffs, 
2 police lanterns, and 4 flash-light tubes. 

PROTECTION OF PROPERTY 

Your policemen, with a high regard for the 
duties and responsibilities of their office, not only 
in the protection of our citizens, but of their 
property as well, have found during the past year 
10 front doors unlocked, while 6 rear doors have 
been found in the same condition. In every case 
the proprietors have been immediately notified. 
On seven different occasions your patrolmen have 
fouad goods and wares upon the sidewalks after 
the stores were closed. All such property has 
been returned to the owners exactly as found, and 
with extreme promptness. 

STRIKES 

This city has been the scene of several strikes 
during the past year. As a rule, when a city is 
visited by such a calamity, violence prevails. 
Without discussing the rights or wrongs of the 
strikers, it affords me satisfaction to state, that the 
behavior of the men whose real or fancied griev- 
ance made the strikes possible, did not necessitate 
police intervention. 
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EPIDEMICS 

During June and July, our city was visited by 
a genuine epidemic of small pox. Policemen 
were specially appointed to guard the houses 
where the unfortunates were confined, to prevent 
a spread of the dread disease. This necessitated 
an extraordinary expense in police service, but, 
sanctioned by your honorable board and com- 
mended by your health officer and the entire corps 
of your city physicians, the work done seemed 
wise, and certainly prevented in no small measure 
the spread of the disease. Special officers were 
employed three hundred and ninety-seven and 
one-half days, guarding small pox patients. 

THE CURFEW ORDINANCE 

About a year ago, your honorable board 
enacted a curfew ordinance. So far as the business 
limits of the city are concerned, it has been a 
perfect success, as your chief had a sufficient 
police force to govern it. In the outskirts, how- 
ever, careful policing and enforcement of this 
wise ordinance have been practically impossible, as 
there were not enough "regulars" to patrol the 
city boundaries. When any requisition has been 
made, special policemen have been summoned for 
such service. 

THE POLICE FORCE 

It has rarely, if ever, been my privilege to be 
associated with a finer set of gentlemen than your 
present force. Zealous, alert, tempering justice 
with mercy and good reason, I am firmly confident 
that your city and its citizens have never been 
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better policed than in the past year. I am equally 
as confident that our "guardians of the law" not 
only merit, but receive the confidence and respect 
of all, a condition which alone secures the best 
and most effective results. 

OUR NEW QUARTERS 

Few police headquarters are better equipped 
both for service and comfort than the Rutland 
police department in its new quarters, which were 
first used in your new city hall in July. With 
new furniture, commodious lockers for the patrol- 
men, telephone, etc., the most exacting critic 
could find nothing to cavil at. 

CONCLUSION 

I cannot refrain, in concluding' this report, from 
extending to both the regular patrolmen and also 
the special policemen of our city, my hearty 
thanks for their fealty to their chief, and their 
faithful and efficient service during the year just 
passed ; nor can I forget to express my honest 
admiration for their fearlessness and impartiality, 
in discharging every duty of their oflice, as 
guardians of the city's peace and property.

CITY attorney's REPORT 



REPORT OF THE 

CITY ATTORNEY, 

To the Honorable City Council: — 

Gentlemen : — The undersigned city attorney 
respectfully reports as follows; — 

There has been no suit brought against the 
city of Rutland during my term. A few claims 
have been made, some of which have been 
amicably adjusted, and others are still pending 
without suits being brought thereon. All actions 
that were pending at the time of my appointment 
are fully described in previous reports, and I do 
not regard it as necessary, at this time, to describe 
each case in detail. 

In July last I commenced a prosecution 
against Andrew Rosenthal for the violation of a 
city ordinance ; the said Rosenthal was convicted 
in the city court, and he took the case on excep- 
tions to the supreme court, where it is now pend- 
ing. The defendant contests the legality of the 
city ordinance which prohibits the carrying of 
concealed weapons. 

Several suits were commenced by me, at the 
request of city officials, to collect penalties from 
milk peddlers in the city for their failure to take 
out the license required by the city ordinance. 
All except three of these cases were settled, the 
defendants paying the license fee and the costs 
incurred by the city ; three of the cases now stand 
appealed to the county court, but whether the 
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appeals will be entered at the coming term or not, 
I am not now advised. 

There is a suit now pending in the court of 
chancery entitled D. W. Temple et al v. F. R. 
Blanchard et al, which involves an interpretation 
of the charter of the city as amended in 1900. It 
seems to me that the city has an interest in 
this suit, and ought to be a party, and I have 
therefore filed a motion that the city be admitted 
as a party. 

You are aware of the fact that the street 
committee, by virtue of said amendments of 1900, 
now claims the right to expend not only all the 
moneys appropriated to the repair and construction 
of streets, but also the money appropriated for 
sewer purposes, and that the said committee 
claims that the city council has no authority to 
direct or control such expendititre. 

Believing that it is for the best interest of this 
city to secure, if possible, an interpretation of the 
charter that will not put the control of all these 
matters in the hands of three aldermen responsible 
only to three wards of the city, I recommend the 
prosecution of the above suit by the city, and that 
it be carried to the supreme court, it necessary.

DIPHTHERIA 



Of diphtheria there was a marked decrease in 
the number of cases, due I think to better sanitary 
conditions, there being only l(i cases, as compared 
with 42 eases for the previous year, and no deaths, 
showing a very gratifying improvement. 

SCARLET FEVER 

The number of cases of scarlet fever was 
slightly in excess of the previous year, the number 
being 15, as against 11 in 1901. This disease 
seemed to have been imported from a near-by town. 
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where quarantine is not as strictly enforced as it is 
here. 

TYPHOID FEVER 

There was a decrease in the number of cases 
of typhoid fever, but the greater number developed 
here, thus showing that there was something 
wrong with either food or water, which deserved 
our most strenuous attention. 

Typhoid being a germ disease which can be 
largely if not wholly prevented, it becomes us to 
use our utmost endeavor to discover the source. 
It is a dangerous disease, and as the following 
figures will show, a very costly one ; so, if it can 
be shown that either our food or water supply , 
contain germs that may cause this dread disease 
and we do not take prompt and effective means to 
eradicate the evil, we are to blame and our trust 
has been seriously violated, 

I communicated with the patients, asking for 
a detailed statement cf the expense of their sick- 
ness, and six of the number promptly replied. 
The money cost of these was $1,204 and the time 
lost 13 months; $50 a month is not an unreasonable 
amount to allow as the earning capacity of these 
patients and we have $650 to be added to $1,204, 
or $1,854, as the total cost of six typhoid patients, 
or an average of $309 for each. But calling the 
financial and time loss of the whole number of 
patients as only $200 each, we have a loss to this 
community of $5200, and when we think that most 
of this large amount could have been saved to 
these people, if only due vigilance and prompt 
action had been taken, we must ask ourselves, are 
we hot to blame? 

[8] 
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MEASLES 

Our greatest epidemic was measles, there 
having been reported 39f) cases, which did not 
cover the entire number, for with the house 
placarded many did not consider it necessary to 
report the extra cases developed in the same 
family. 

I estimate the number of cases as between 
450 and 500. 

Many mothers, thinking it necessary for their 
children to have the disease, deliberately exposed 
their children. Fortunately the disease seemed 
to run light, and there were but three deaths, one 
of an adult which assumed the hemorrhagic form. 

SMALL POX 

But the worst scourge of the year was small 
pox, the first case appearing in April and the last 
in November. 

In all we had 26 cases, and while there was 
large expense attending the care of the disease, I 
feel that it was fully warranted. 

The closest watch was kept upon all suspects, 
and there were a good many. No stone was left 
unturned that would in any way stop the disease. 
If, however, we had had a proper isolation hospital 
and the authority to move patients to it, the 
number of cases would have been materially 
reduced. Nevertheless, I think we have eveiy 
reason to be thankful, for at one time it looked 
like a very serious epidemic, 

MILK 

There has been very little improvement in 
the milk supply during the year, though much 
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needed. The number of cases of infantile 
diarrhoea and cholera infantum, with high death 
rate from the latter disease, indicates that unsound 
milk has muuh to do with these disorders. 

There is not a. perfectly sanitary cow stable 
in all those from whence comes our milk supply. 
Although a few producers have made some 
advance, still there is room for a much greater 
improvement. The average stable is low, dark, 
close and reeking with odors, and the milker, 
wearing overalls and boots saturated and covered 
with filth and with bands none too clean, proceeds 
to the barn at early morn, and kicking up the 
recumbent cow, dripping and slimy, and seating 
himself on a stool, proceeds to gather the milk 
and whatever else may fall into the pail, which 
may be or may not be clean. 

These are the facts, but so long as the 
business is being run upon the competitive plan, 
especially when it is a question of price rather 
than one of quality, we cannot hope for any great 
improvement. I cannot advocate too strongly a 
city ordinance prescribing the methods of pro- 
duction and of distributing our milk supply, with 
frequent inspection of stables, showing plan, size, 
number of stalls, light, ventilation, surroundings, 
water supply and general conditions, and keeping 
the same exposed in the health office for general 
public information. 

WATER 

During the year there have been frequent 
analyses of our water supply. Samples were 
taken at residences, at the storage reservoirs and 
from the several streams of supply. The reports 
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have always been given to the press and the 
public kept infortned of the true condition of its 
drinking water. 

Analysis has shown the water to vary con- 
siderably, being pretty good at times, and again 
quite bad. By such information, the people have 
been able to protect themselves against possible 
sickness and it is confidently believed that the 
health of the community has been raised by such 
publicity and knowledge. 

Samples taken from the supplying streams 
have invariably shown too large a percentage of 
bacteria and after copious rains or heavy thaws 
the water has always been found to be contami- 
nated by the bacillus coli communis (sewage 
bacteria), and of this the public has been duly 
warned. 

So many believe in the old theory that run- 
ning water purifies, I maybe pardoned for quoting 
from that eminent authority, William T. Sedgwick 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology:-— 

It was based on the obvious fact that a stream 
befouled at a certain point often shows no visible 
sign of such defilement at places some distance 
below. It was powerfully supported, however, 
and seemingly established as a law of nature by 
the chemistry of the day, which sufficed to show, 
in correspondence with the evidence of the senses, 
that there was actually less organic matter at the 
lower than the higher point. 

Here, plainly, was actual scientific proof of 
purification or what seemed to be such. 

Relying upon this theory, many cities, and 
some of them great cities, in America and else- 
where introduced water supplies from polluted 
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streams, relying simply upon the self-purifying 
power of running water to destroy the pollutions 
known to be poured into streams at points above. 
Today we realize that this theory is only half true 
and that such self-pnriiication is only partial and 
absolutely unreliable. By a curious reversal of 
scientific opinion, we now hold that it is "run- 
ning" water which is least likely to purify itself, 
while stagnant (standing) water — formerly looked 
upon with dread and suspicion — is now in much 
favor. 

The old theory was in vogue long enough to 
enable us to make a wonderful series of experi- 
ments and on a stupendous scale, experiments in 
which whole cities confidingly used for years sew- 
age polluted waters, often with sad results, yet 
results of lasting instruction to mankind. Never 
again so long as civilization endures will intelligent 
communities, acting under expert advice, need to 
repeat these sad experiments. The lesson was 
painful and costly, but it has been learned and will 
never be forgotten. 

The source of error in the earlier practice was 
in the neglect of the factor of dilution, with the 
assignment to true purification and actual chemical 
change to what was really for the most part dilu- 
tion by ground water, which, as has been said 
above, not only forms a large proportion of the 
volume of most rivers, but also brings to them 
water of a higher degree of purity. In so far as a 
mixture of pure water with foul can purify the 
latter, there is truly a marked self -purification of 
rivers. 

There is even more than this in fact, for some 
of the pathogenetic elements disappear en route 
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from cold, or inanition, or by entanglement, or by 
falling to the bottom, or by germicidal infiuenee of 
light, or from other conditions, all of which may 
be summed up in the words, "unfavorable environ- 
ment," But, obviously, the more rapid the stream, 
the less such conditions of whatever kind can act, 
and the more certain the damage likely to be done 
to the consumer of the water below. 

It is therefore not so true that running water 
as that quiet water purifies itself. We may even 
go so far as to say that the first requirement for the 
natural establishment of purity in surface waters 
is quiescence. Hence the establishment and con- 
servation of purity in rapid rivers is to-day regarded 
as, by natural means, impossible ; and no river, 
unless from an absolutely uninhabited watershed, 
is to be regarded as suitable for direct use as a public 
water supply. 

If the public water supply be infected, no 
matter how scrupulously clean the residents of a 
city may^be in respect to their persons, they will 
run very serious risks of disease if they drink from it. 

CONDITIONS EXISTING ALONG THE WATER SUPPLY 

That our water supplj- is near the limit of 
danger may be readily judged by the following 
representations ; 

No. 1— Is the picture of a barn on one of the 
branches of our water supply. It is about 40 feet 
long and only 25 feet from the stream, with the 
grade toward the stream. It is owned by one of 
our leading citizens. It isn't difficult to imagine 
the result of a hard rain or thaw. 

No. 2 — On the opposite side of the road is the 
dwelling with its sink and slop water draining 
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directly into the brook, and at the time this picture 
was taken, there were various kinds of filth which 
had been thrown over the bank. Further up the 
stream is another farm house, outbuildings and 
barnyard, all sloping towards the brook, to which 
the cattle have free access, and the sink and slop 
water are running practically into the stream. Still 
farther up on the same branch is another dwel- 
ling and barns, outbuildings, cowyard and sink 
drain, all doing similar service, and which has 
caused us trouble once before, there having been a 
case of typhoid fever in the house, fortunately dis- 
covered before any serious damage had been done. 
Samples of water taken from several points along 
this branch all showed the presence of sewage 
bacteria. On a branch of this stream rising from 
the south may be found quite a number of very 
objectionable features, including genuine water 
closets,all adding their quota of dangerto our water 
supply. 

No. 3 — Shows plainly how our water may be- 
come seriou5ily affected from copious rain or heavy 
thaw ; the sink drain from a house runs into the 
open ditch ; the privy, pigpen and barn, with manure 
heaps on either side, presenting a picture not 
pleasant to think of, as we quaff our tumbler of 
water, supposing it to be as pure as it looks. 

No. 4 — Is another illustration of what happens 
to our drinking water whenever there is a rain or 
thaw. There is no need of comment, the picture 
tells the whole story. 

No. 5 — Shows a small farm .house, with out- 
buildings connected, and close to the stream and 
much nearer the storage reservoirs than the other 
places mentioned. The manure heap is on the 
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back side of the buildings. At this point the stream 
is quite rapid and the land slopes towards it so that 
with every shower the stream is more or less 
affected. It is certainly too close to the stream to 
be safe. One case of typhoid in this house might 
poison the whole city. 

No. 6 — Is at Mendon City ; the back piazza of 
the house overhangs the bank, the barn is also on 
the edge of the bank and the closet inside the barn. 
No sanitarian in the country would acknowledge 
this to be right. The possibilities of water infec- 
tion are too many. 

There are several others that are not repre- 
sented by photographs and one where the barn is 
very close to the stream, but c{uite enough has been 
shown to prove why the frequent analysis of otir 
water supply shows the presence of sewage bacteria 
and why the board of health is extremely anxious 
whenever typhoid fever makes its appearance in 
our city. 

The users of water are taxed heavily enough, 
but the money has been diverted from its proper 
channel, consequently the people must suffer. 

NUISANCES 

I have answered 133 nuisance complaints during 
the year, being quite a few less than for the pre- 
vious year, when there were 204, 

REAR OF BLOCKS 

The rear of business blocks still continues to 
be a source of trouble. Many business men sweep 
and throw everything out of the back door. Papers 
andotherlight refuse are blown by the wind in every 
direction, and frequently complained of. One 
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would think that a self-respecting merchant wonld 
see to it that the rear of his store was kept as clean 
and wholesome as the front. 

In many blocks the upper stories are used as 
tenements, and from the upper rear windows there 
comes a steady stream of refuse and in some cases 
absolute filth. The city ought to put on a sanitary 
cart and make regular collection of ashes and 
sweepings, which should be put in iron receptacles. 
The expense for such collection would be infin- 
itesimal, compared with the benefit that would be 
derived. In this respect we are far behind manjr 
of our sister cities. 

SEWERS 

_ I have called your attention frequently during 
the year to the need of more sewers, particularly 
in Franklin street at the corner of Spruce, where 
the sanitary condition of the outbuildings is some- 
thing frightful. There is also need of a sewer on 
the same street from Forest Street running easterly. 

The old brook sewer made of flat stone between 
Elm and Church streets has given considerable 
trouble and it ought to be replaced by earthenware 
sewer pipe. Wood avenue is another location 
where there is need of a sewer. 

Forest street, south of South street, ought to 
be supplied with a sewer, as there are a number 
of houses draining into an open ditch which empties 
on to private land and frequently becomes very 
offensive. 

PLUMBING 

I have inspected about 60 jobs of plumbing 
during the year, which was about one-half the

number inspected during the previous year and 
about two-thirds of the number inspected during 
the first year of my office. 

During my first year as health officer I sim- 
plified the methods of plumbing, resulting in a 
saving on each job of at least ^15, and it has re- 
sulted in a saving to the people of Rutland of nearly 
$6,000. The system adopted is supported by such 
eminent men as the late Col. George Waring and 
J. P. Putnam of Boston, and is a great improve- 
ment over the old system.

7^!? t/te Ciiisens of the City of Rutland: — 

The city or town that seeks first good schools 
will find that nearly all other blessings will be 
added. Prosperity in business and peace in the 
home life are born of right education. The 
children of today must be trained to be citizens, 
not of a town, or a state, but of the nation, and new 
ideas, new systems, improved methods demand 
our attention. Fifty years have seen great changes 
and advances in school advantages all over the 
United States, Commercial departments, kinder- 
garten schools, physical culture, all now have 
attention. It must be gratifying to note that our 
school population is on the increase, the gain 
being thirty-five in the average attendance last 
year. The kindergarten schools are very success- 
ful, with an attendance of 118 children. 

The increase in expenses for the past year is 
$934,03, but the Finance Committee report a 
balance on hand unexpended of school appro- 
priation, January 1, 1903. ^4,909,81. The expense 
per pupil for the school year shows a reduction 
per capita. The Commercial Department is a 
popular branch of the city schools, the attendance 
being 97, an increase of 26 over the previous year. 

[9] 
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Since 1897 we have added ten teachers to our work- 
ing force, of which the increase last year was two. 
The tax payers must realize that the School 
Commissioners find it hard to accommodate the 
pupils in our present school buildings. We are 
renting four buildings for school purposes in 
order to meet the demands made upon us. The 
High School building especially shows what we 
have to contend with, as there was a registration 
of 286 scholars the last year, against 245 the 
previous year. The School Board made some 
changes in that building to meet the call for more 
room, but we should have a new High School 
building, or erect an addition to the present 
building, unless you wish us to turn away 
applicants for the higher education. 

We refer you to the School Manual for a 
further report of the schools for the year ending 
July 1, 1902, and to the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools for full statistics.
